Cannas may be planted in almost any kind of soil but 
prefer a rather heavy soil where they should be planted three 
to four inches deep. They may be allowed to stay in the 
ground in the autumn as long as they continue to grow and 
should be left until the tops are touched by the frost. They 
then may be dug and stored for the winter.
